The water that 
falls upon the ground percolates through the 
soil, collects in fissures and between strata of 
the underlying rocks, and follows the dip, in-

therefore, spot selected must be lower 
than the supposed place of supply, and at some 
point in a nearly direct line from the edge of - 
the ridge, or basin, toward the lower levels. 
Some strata of rocks are highly porous, and the 
water easily infiltrates through them. These 
strata are impermeable to water, and along these 
the streams, or sheets, flow with en- 
larged volume, and at an accelerated rate of 
speed. In boring for water on a regular incline 
stratified rocks success 1s almost certain ; 
here the rocks are irregularly placed it is 
Phighly problematic. When the source is high, 
the water ie thrown with great force above the 
mouth of the well, sometimes to the height of 
over 100 feet. When it is but a little higher 
than the place of artificial exit, it flows out gent- 
ly, and runs quietly off upon the surface. 
The quantity of water flowing from 
a well is generally in proportion § to 
the sizeof the bore, the subterranean bore, 
and the subterranean pressure. Two wells may 
be of the same size, and may seem to discharge 
continually from a full orifice, and yet the ag- 
gregate flow of one may be double that of the 
other in a given number of hours. The uses of 
artesian wells are many, and will be found 
further specified below. | 
‘WELLS IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

The boring of artesian wells can scarcely be 
mumbered among the lost arts, although the 
Chinese practised for*thousands of years un- 
known to the rest of the world. Their method 
of operation is simple, and most effectual. Their 
wells are remarkable for their depth and 
their numbers. Imbert, the missionary, states 
that within a district of forty square 
leagues there are ‘‘tens of thousands,” many of 
them 3,000 feet deep, and some of them bored 
in very remote perioda for the salt 
ous matters held in solution by waters. 
Wells have been sunk in the arid regions of 
Bahara by the natives to the depth of 1,200 feet, 


surface. Artesian wells are numerous in the 
vicinity of London. In 1838 they furnished 
6,000,000 gallons daily, and the amount was 
doubled in 1851. As the number is increased it 
is seid that the average flow, and the pressure 
which is technically called the “ head,” are con- 
siderably diminished. A singie well in a district 
will flow steadily through an indefinite term of 
years without decreasing in volume. A well at 
ieres, in France, has been flowing since 1126, 
out showing the least sigyv of diminuti 
WELLS IN PARTICULAR DISTRICTS. 

London and Paris are well situated as regards 
artesian wells. They arein basins, towards 
which the strata dip or incline from several di- 
rections. Consequently, the wells in these lo- 
calities are numerous, and, having been espe- 
cially convenient for scientific observation, their 
eculiarities have been noted and printed for 
the knowledge of the world. The boring is gen- 
erally easily accomplished through strata of cal- 
earous or cretaceous rock. The well of Gre- 
nelle, not far from Paris, is the deepest of al) 
these. It was commenced in 1833, with the ex- 
pectation of finding water at the depth of 1,200 
or 1,500 feet in the greenstone underlying the 
chalk, which is uppermost in the series. The 
boring was commenced with an auger one foot 
in diameter, which was reduced in size ad _ the 
boring progressed to a diameter of six 
Inches. The work was delayed at various 
times by the breaking of the rods and 
tubing, and {other vexatious hindrances, until, 
in 1841, having obtained a depth of 1,792 feet, 
the drill penetrated an arch over an immense 
reservoir, and suddenly fell to the depth of sev- 
eral yards. The water soon rose to the surface, 
and waa discharged with such violence that it 
“was found necessary to raise a vertical pipe many 
feet into the air, from the top of which the flow 
is less forcible, and more easily managed. In 
1850, a well was bored at Kissing

TEMPERATURE OF THE WATER. 
The temperature of the earth increases as you 
pass below the surface, and the water of artesian 
wells necessarily partakes of the same peculi- 
arity. The water from the artesian well at Gren- 
ello has, from the first, maintained a warmth of 
82 deg. F. The temperature of the deeper 
well at Kissingen is 66 deg. F. The varia- 
tion of temperature below the surface 
has been carefully estimated at about 
1 deg. F. for every 58 feet of descent. 
Hot springs, like those in Arkansas, to which 
the diseased of the whole country flock in large 
numbers annually, are only artesian wells, whose 
outlet has been made by Nature, instead of art. 
The high temperature of the waters indicates the 
great depth from which they come. In Virginia, 
these springs are found along faults or breaks in 
the stratification of the rocks, by which forma- 
tions usually separated by thousands of feet are 
brought into contact with each other. The tem- 
perature of the water of the artesian wells of 
Chicago does not vary much from 56 
deg. F., although in some cases rising 
to 62 deg. F. The first artesian well’ bored 
in Chicago under the general direction of spirita, 
and under the special direction of Mr. 
George A. Shufeldt, is said to have varied sev- 
eral degrees in temperature shortly after it was 
completed. It would appear that very little at- 
tention has been paid to the Chicago wells by 
scientists. From amore careful observation of 
the various phenomena which they exhibit, there 
is little doubt that valuable deductions might be 
made. The Chicago wells have been projected 
and bored for purely practical purposes, and, 
these having been accomplished, no one seems 
to have desired to look further .for interesting 
data, or possible benefits of a public or scientific 
nature. 
USES OF ARTESIAN WELLS. 

Water of a high temperature, obtain- 
ed from artesian wells, ean be used 
for many useful purposes. Large man- 
ufacturing establishments, hospitals, and 
greenhouses are kept at an equable degree of 
warmth by the water conducted through them 
in pipes. Its medicinal uses have already been 
suggested. In sandy districts it is invaluable 
for drinking, and the wells sunk along traveled 
routes are blessed by man, and doubtless by 
beasts, although the anima! thankfulness does 
not find ready expression. The water of French 
and English artesian wells is used to move 
machinery. When utilized in this manner, the 
water can be raised some feet above the surface, 
and poured into the buckets of an overshot 
wheel, or the ‘‘ head” ean be applied directly to 
the propulsion of a turbine wheel. It is said 
that Mr. Scammon hopes to be able to move his 
presses by means of a turbine wheel propelled by 
the water from his fine new artesian well, 
the force being directly applied. In New York, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, and especially in Michi- 
gan, artesian wells are bored for saline waters, 
from which salt is extensively manufactured. 
The Saginaw salt is all from water thusc btained. 
The vigorous flow of water from these wells 


| adapts it admirably to are for ornamental pur- 


poses, a fact which is familiar to our authori- 
ties. The application of the water as a motive 
power is infinitely diversified, and it may be 
added that new uses for the artesian wells, and 
new motives for their construction, will be found 


yearly. 
BORING FOR WATER IN AMERICA. 

Most parts of the United States are prop- 
erly supplied with water by natural 
means, or by wells dug in the alluvial 
soils to a moderate depth. Springs, brooks, 
and rivers abound in almost all localities, sup- 
plying water sufficient for all ordinary purposes. 
Through New England, the Middle States, a 
large portion of the Southern, and most of the 
Western States, the supply of this most essen- 
tial element in nature is ample. But there are 
notable exceptions. These are the centres of 
population, that is, the largest cities, the prairie 


is not to be doubted that artesian wells will in 
time abound in all these localities. In the strip 
, of country bordering the sea-coast of the South- 
ern States the water has always been disagreea- 
ble to the taste, and objectionable from a sani- 
tarv point of view. Since the year 1824 the city 
authorities of Charleston, 8. C., have made no 
less than five attempts to obtain water by 
means of artesian wells, but the alluvial 
nature of the ground beneath the city 
has made success exceedingly difficult. Wells 
were also bored more than a quarter of century 
ago in the limestone districts of Alabama. 
One of the oldest wells in the country was sunk 
at the United States Hotel, between Pearl and 
Water streets, New York City. There are many 
artesian wells in the vicinity of New York City, 
whose history possesses no particular interest to 
the general reader. Water was reached in all of 
them at a moderate depth. Wells were bored in 
St. Louis many years before it seems to have oc- 
curred to the spirits that a supply of water was 
obtainable b means at Chicago. In 1855, 
Capt., now ., Pope, was sent with a party to 
_sink artesian wells in the vast plain lying be- 
tween Arkansas and Mexico, with a view to 
making a route feasible through that 
region. He experimented sufficiently to prove 
that water existed under the surface at a mod- 
erate depth, and might be optained with ease, 
but we are not aware that anything valiiablé has 
resulted from his explorations. * } 
SPECIAL INFORMATION ABOUT AMERICAN WELLS. 
Great difficulties were experienced in boring 
for water in Charleston. ‘The strata first pene- 
trated were alluvial sands, saturated with water, 
which caused them to run like quicksand. These 
were shut out by cast-i tubing six inches in 
diameter, which penetrated the clays and maris 
of the and finally 
reached the depth of 230 feet, where it rested 
upon a rock of the same formation. Thence 
downward, hard rock alternated with loose sand, 
which sometimes in a single night filled up the 
well to a depth of 140 feet from the 
bottom. It was therefore found 
to line the hole with tubing to the 
depth of 700 feet. This was afterwards taken 
out and replaced by heavier tubing, which jet 
cess was continued tothe depth of 1,020 feet. 
Water was found atadepth of 1,250 feet, the 
! last 200 feet being through sandstone, sand, and 
maris, of @fetaceous formation. The “head” 
was 10 feet, and the temperature of the water

wards commenced, with a diameter of one foot, 
steam r having been substituted for horse 
wer, dl which the first was bored. The wells 
Bored in New York seldom exceed 1,000 feet in 
depth, and in some cases the water, although 
at first, becomes brackish by the infiltra- 
ion of sea-water from the harbor. St. Louis has 
the honor of having the deepest artesian well in 
the United States. It was bored at the sugar re- 
finery of the Messrs. Belcher with much trouble 
and not a little delay, having been 
in 1849, and not completed until the year 1 
sulphuretted hydrogen, an ft for use, like 
most of the water from along the same belt of 
country at Terre Haute, Louisville, and other 
places.

than to find in their descent the strata interlaid 
with beds of sand, gravel, or any kind of soft 
friable material. Although the chisel passes 
through these strata with comparative ease, the 
trouble from the crumbling in of the walls and 
the filling up of the bore is very great, and of 80 
much consequence that the work cannot go on 
until.a remedy is applied. This remedy is a thin 
iron pipe or tubing, which acts asa wall, keeps 
foreign matter out of the bore, and allows the 
drill to work through it, without impediment, 
upon the rock beneath. Few wells are even now 
bored in Chicago without an average loss of at 
least one day im three, which does not occasion 
the slightest discouragement, the end being 
mathematically certain. 
GENERAL METHODS OF BORING. 
The Chinese have shown much good sense in 
their methods of boring artesian wells. The drill 
is suspended at the end of a long rope, which 
passes over & windlass at the top, and 
is paid out as needed. ‘The force of the drill in 
fallin is increased by the weight of a heavy bar 
immediately above it. Men at the mouth 
of the well raise the chisel, or drill, by turning 
the windlass, and let it drop again upon the 
rock, Immediately about the drill is a 
linder, furnished with valves which es up 
od ype of earth and rock as they are loos- 
ened, and holds them out of the way of the cut- 
ting inetrument. whole apparatus is 
brought to the surface at brief intervals, and 
the waste matter discharged. Some of the Chi- 
cago well-borers use the Chinese method so far 
as the rope and windlass are concerned, but do 
not carry the imitation farther. The slow pro- 
rom made in — wells in all time has been 
the necessity of often raising the drill to 
the surface, and sending down a spoon, or, 
something of that description, to scoop up 
and bring the loose particles to the surface, 
where they would cease to be troublesome. A 
common method of boring has been to attach 
the drill to the end of an iron rod, and, when the 
well is sunk beyond its length, to attach anoth- 
er, and so on until water was reached. The ag- 
gregate weight of the rods, when a great de 
was obtained, of course became immense. Af- 
terward wooden rods were used, which in a 
measure obviated this difficulty. Wooden poles 
were employed in boring the Belcher well in St. 
Louis, and are still so used by some artesian 
well-borers in Chicago. Hand power was at 
first employed, but afterward, as the sinking 
machinery and attachments became too heavy, 
horses were used, and at last steam, as the im- 
provements in that valuable motive power war- 
ranted. It took eight horses to work the 
windlass at the deep Grenelle well, as the lower 
depths were reached. The use of a rope to — 
the drill in boring has great advantages. t 
of lessening the weight of the sinking machinery 
has already been specified. It is necessary that 
the cutting instrument should turn a little at 
each blow, to make the bottom of the hole uni- 
This motion is easily given, either by 
the natural torsion of the rope, or by a man who 
constantly stands at the top for that purpose. 
If necessary, the rope can be protected from 
wear at the sides by knobs of wood, placed at 
intervals. The rope adding comparatively little 
to the aggregate weight of the machinery, large 
drills, even eleven inches in diameter, can be 
used to a depth of several hundred feet. Such 
drills are used in of Germany for sinking 
holes for ventilating mines, andin France for 
sinking common wells iu the chalk to moderate 
depths. A French contractor has of late years 
been drilling wells in the chalk formation 
for the comparatively low price of 50 cents a foot, 
and at an aggregate cost not exceeding $60. His 
progress in the soft material is at the rate of 
25 or 30 feet a day, and his apparatus is said 
not to cost more than $100. Some Chicago 
well-borers object to a rope that it is elastic, 
and almost inoperative at the depth of 1,000 
feet, the walking-gear at the top being scarcely 
able to lift the drill from the bottom of the 
hole. To this it may be replied that the well of 
the Hale Brothers, in their building at the cor-— 
ner of State and Washington streets, has been 
sunk to a depth of 1,600 feet in a short time, 
and without experiencing this inconvenience. 
The only other objection offered to the userof a 
rope is that, in soft strata, the apparatus imay 
deviate from a vertical course, and render tubing 


impracticable. 


™TIt is, of course, 
bored by the gradually “chipping” away of the 
rock with an auger, & drill, or a chisel, as one 
chooses to call the cutting implement. The in- 
strument is raised at re intervals a few 
inches from the bottom, and allowed to fall 
again, cutting into the rock as it strikes. When 
it rises again it is turned, and falls at another 
angle to the circumference of the bore, removing 
material not touched by the previous blow. The 
chisel is not supposed to strike twice in the 
same place, co uently the bottom of the hole 
is kept smooth and uniform, ard the bore pro- 
gresses equally. The instruments used below 
the surface are too complicated to be under- 
stood without the aid of diagrams, 
though seemingly simple to an _ expert. 
They consist, generally, of four pieces, 
d may have an aggregate weight of from 1,000 
4 2,006 pounds. e boring apparatus used in 
‘boring the first artesian weil at the corner of 
Western and Chicago avenues weighed only 800 
pounds. Where a rope and windlass are used to 
suspend the drill, the weight does not vary much 
from aton. There is a drill about three feet in 
length. This pa | be a drill with a single straight 
edge, ora Z drill, or an H drill, although the 
straight-edged drill is now in most common use. 
The drill is screwed to a piece of iron about 
twenty feet in length, called a ‘“ sinker-bar.” 
This adds its weight to the drill, and makes the 
downward blow effective. e sinker-bar is 
acrewed to a pair of “jars” about eight feet in 
length. These move upon each other like the 
links of a chain, and give .the desired play in 
rising and descending. Without an arrange- 
ment of this kind, a serious breakage of the um- 
plements would be of common occurrence. To 
the jars are attached another short piece of iron 
which is itself fastened to the cable, or series of 
wooden poles, which rise to the surface. The 
machinery used at the surface issimple. It con- 
sists of asmall steam-engine, which moves by 
means of a huge belt over a common wooden 
pulley, a walking-beam like those used upon an 
ordinary lake steamboat. One end of this is at- 
tached to rope, or series of rods, and moves the 
drill and its attachments steadily up and down 
hour-by hour, day-by-day, week-by-week, month- 
by-month, until the work is completed. The 
ocess is slow but sure, and, after all, a 
ittle more the con- 
tinual dropping that w away stones, 
and serves to point so many morals. A small 
stick is passed through the cable a few feet 
above the surface, which serves as a handle by 
which the rope is turned from side to side by a 
man almost always in attendance. The boring 
roceeds for several hours in succession, then 
e drill is lifted, and the ‘‘reamer” lowered, 
which rom from the sides and ama what- 
ever inequalities may remain, making the well 
in all respects cine | and perfect. After the 
reamer is brought to the surface, a cylindrical 
suction pump, fitting the well nicely, and fur- 
nished with valves at the lower end is ee 
to the bottom, which takes up the sand, mud, or 
other loose matter, that has accumulated, aud 
brings it to the mouth of the well. It will be 
seen, therefore, that a large amount of time, af- 
ter great depths have been reached, is consumed 
in raising and lowering these various implements 
of labor. Butafew inches of progress can be 
made without a repetition of all these operations. 
The machines used for beaking off and remov- 
ing the tools lost at the bottom of the well, are 
numerous and complicated. Other details in 
regard to this branch of the subject will be giv-

HOW THE WATER IS USED.

to many persons,’ not only for general rea- 
sons, but because of the iar circum- 
stances, under which they were bored. 
As a conseguence, they are pers thousands 
of people every summer, and, asmali admission 
fee being charged, the receipts from this source 
are as high as $100 per week. The aggregate

DIARY OF PRACTICAL BORING. 

All well-borers keep a diary record of the 
progress of the boring, with such additional in- 
cidents as may seem to them valuable. Those 
engaged in that work at present are plain, 
shrewd, practical men, who make no pretense to 
acientitic knowledge or technical skill. They un- 
derstand their immediate business well, and be- 

ond this point they do not care to inquire. 

f asingle wellcould be bored in Chicago, un- 
der the direction of some gentlemen of profound 
scientific attainment, we have no doubt thata 
valuable contribution would be made to this de- 
partment of the world’s knowledge.

PECULIARITIES OF THE SHUFELDT WELLS. 
There are few wells now in the city or vicin- 
ity that do not exceed 1,100 feet indepth. The 
Shufeldt wells are among the few exceptions. 
Water can be obtained at that depth in nearly all 
the wells, but not of the desired quantity or 
quality. The disturbance inthe strata that has 
caused the upheaval of the rocks to the surface 
near the corner of Western and Chicago avenues 
has already been mentioned. This would seem 
to indicate some dislocation of the strata be- 
low, by which the subterranean streams of water 
are thrown upward from their channel to a 
height of several hundred feet above the common 
level. The record given above mentions a ‘‘ red- 
dish sandstone ” etrated a short time before 
water wasreached.

The engine, 
and other surface machinery used at present in 
Chicago for boring, costs about $2, Wells 
are taken by contract, at the average rate of $5 
per linear foot, the contractor assuming all 
risks. Only two kinds of apparatus are the 
cable and windlass, and the series of wooden rods 
elsewhere described. The drill and its adjuncts 
are the same in all cases. The cable apparatus 
offers advantages in point of time not elsewhere 
specified. When the drill, attached to a series 
of rods, is brought to the surface, each rod must 
be unscrewed aud laid aside as it comes up, and 
screwed on successively as the instruments de- 
scend, causing great hindrance, With the cable 
and windlags the underground machinery is 
raised and lowered without interval or interrup- 
tion. All delays caused by the breakage of 


‘tools and the efforts to remove them from the 


bore, are so much delay and loss to the con- 
tractor, and aro only vexations to the owner so 
far as time is valuable.* All the machinery 
needed by the contractor for boring a well can 
be purchased for a litile less than $3,000. A 
well in Chicago will vost from $4,000 to $6,000 
to the depth, and can be completed 
from its oe in from three to four months. 
It is impossible to say what further improve- 
ments in machinery may accomplish, but even at 
the present cost, artesian wells are highly ad- 
vantageous and profitable to their owners, where 
the water can be put to any profitable use. 
ARTESIAN WATER FOR DRINKING PURPOSES. 
All of our readers will remember vividly the 


dearth of water that followed the disabling of 


the engines of the water-works, at the time of 
the great fire. Water was eagerly sought from 
all available local sources, but the supply was 
insufficient, and in every way unsatisfactory. 
The unsavory contents of the river were poured 
in the pipes, and connection was also made with 
the weil on Western avenue. Before this people 
had been coming for the artesian water with 
buckets, tubs, carts, wagons, and everything 
available for the . Thedisaster to the 
Water-Works, and the deficiency in an article so 
essential to existence, attracted public attention 
to the matter, and it was generallyasked oo 
supply of water for drinki urpages no 
be i which should be bayend the contin- 
of conflagration, or calamity. 

d. Otis moved an inquiry the Common 
Council. The matter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Fire and Water, who after having duly 
examined the subject, reported at some length. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FIRE AND WATER. 

The report gives a general sketch of the ar- 
tesian wells of the wold, and says that although 
at various epochs in the world’s history cities 
have tried to supply themselves with water from 
artesian wells, all have failed. The water can 
be used successfully for the creation and main- 
tenance of artificial lakes, fountains, motive 
power, flushing sewers, irrigating land, heating

ut its quality is not such as to warrant its gen- 
eral use for cookery, or for drinking. city 
of Glaegow is favorably situated for furn ing 
water to its citizens ~ ym artesian wells, an 

et it has preferred to bring water from Lake 
Katrine, 34 miles distant, with an immense labor 
of tunneling and building of aqueductsa, and at a 
cost of $5,000,000. The allusion to the lakes 
would seem to imply that the Committee be- 
lieved that artesian wells are fed by reservoirs 
i the surface of the earth, which may possi- 
bly be true ° but these cases are 
exceptional. e Committee say further : 

We now come to the most interesting of this re- 
port, to us, that is, the wells of Cook County, on the 
success or failure of which, for general use, the im- 

rtance of this report depends, All of these that are 
ne to your Committee, are hereto annexed in tabu- 
lar form, showing the depth, diameter, quantity dis- 

in twenty-four hours, and the head of water 
as ascertained by actual measurement, by pressure 
gauge, and by estimate. Whenever estimates have 
been made, instead of actual measurements, we have 
been particular in giving the most liberal allowance, 
and the greatest advantage to the wells in every in- 
stance. This statement shows the average amount dis- 
charged at the surface of the ground every twenty- 
four hours to be 350,579 gallons at an average head of 
92's feet. As the tubing is carried up to obtain the 
requisite head without pumping, the quantity dimin- 
ishes so rapidly as the altitude is increased, that the 
elevation is practically neeleas for general distribution, 
For instance, at Lincoln Park well, which flows at the 
surface 700,000 gallons, at an elevation of 43 feet falls 
off one-half. The Indiana street well, 260,000 gallons, 
at 40 feet falls off more than three-fourths. The 
Riverside well, 198,000, at 25 feet discharges 95,000, and 
at 35 feet yields only 10,000 gallons, 

However, it is due to the advocates of the well sys- 
tem to state that many men, who are well qualified to 
judge, give it as their opinion thatif the tubing be 
put down to the bottom of the well to prevent waste 
or leak in crevices of the rock, the result would be a 
great increase in flow atan elevation of about 50 feet 
above the surface. This is the opinion of Mr, S - 
ler, who has had twenty-seven years’ experience fn

Experience thus far confirms this view. The question 
then narrows itself down to this: What is the cheapest 
and best method of furnishing the necessary quantity 
of water needed by the city, at a point where it may be 
pumped to the height required for distribution ? 

The result of Dr. Blaney’s analysis, which is hereto 
attached, will be sufficient to set at rest forever the 

uestion of supplying the city with artesian well water. 
This statement shows that, while the lake water con- 
tains eight grains of solid matter, the well of the 
Northwestern Distillery contains sixty-three grain 
that at Lincoln Park sixty-nine and a half ial 
that at Indiana street seventy-five and a half grains of 
solid matter. The most injurious ey in the 
water are the largest of sulphuric acid, which eats up 
iron rapidly. The lake water shows less than one-third 
of a grain to the gallon, while the wells show twenty- 
four, twenty-four and a half, and twenty-three grains 
respectively, or sixty-nine times as muchin the last 
wall os there*is in the lake water, 

Under another form of combination they show as 
follows: Sulphate of lime, lake water, 4 a grain; in 
the wells, 2544, grains to the gallon, respect- 
ively ; sulphate of lake water, none; the wells, 
194 14g, and 18% to the gallon, 

It is acknowledged by chemists that while carbon- 
ates and other properties are comparatively harmless, 
sulphates are very injurious, therefore these are the 
qualities which we particularly refer to. The effects 
of these are shown in all iron pipes, whenever used. 
From all the data which we have been able to get, it 
appears that from seven months to four years is as 
long as any iron pipe will stand in connection with this 
water

The report further states that pipes conveying 
lake water will last from 30 to 50 years, and as 
the city own over $1,500,000 worth of iron pipes, 
that point is entitled to respectful consideration.

LOUAL USES OF ARTESIAN WATER. 

The principal uses to which the water from 
artesian wells is ied have been already men- 
tioned in gen terms. Except with the one 
exception of affording warmth, that furnished 
by the wells of Chicago is to 
variety of uses than any in the world. The 
wells bored in the city parks were intended to 
furnish water for lakes, fountains, and irriga- 
‘tion, and it has already been applied to these 
uses in Lincoln Park, perhaps, more than in any 
other. Several distilleries of the city use arte- 
sian water for preparing the “‘ mash” and cool- 
ing the worm in the cisterns. At Wahl’s glue 
factory it is used in large quantities for boiling 
the euatinges materials from which the manu- 
factured article is made. The artesian wells at 
the Stock-Yards furnish water for the stock, and 
one or two have been bored at milk-farms near 
the city, with the same object. There seems to 
be no reason why the whole prairie region 
of the West should not, in time, be liberally 
furnished with water in the same manner. 
Long JohnjWentworth purges his blooded cattle, 
at his suburban farm, with water brought from 
1,200 feet below the surface, and David A. Gage 
treats his horses and cattle with e:milar. medic- 
inal waters at his farm near Riverside. The 
cotton factory at Brighton has a well that flows 
at the rate of 400 gallons per minute. The uses 
to which the water of the Alenfeldt well are a 

lied have been mentioned elsewhere.

WILLIAM E. HALE & CO.’S WELL, 
Messrs, William E. Hale & Co. commenced 
boring their well soon after the fire, with the 
intention of using the water power to run an 
elevator in their building at the corner of State 
and Washington streets. _J¢ was finished in about 
four months, there haviug’been the usual delays 
for broken machinery, other trivial matters. 
Their estimate of the tithe occupied in the bor- 
ing is seventy working days. customary 
iece of iron tubing was put down through the 
iret hundred feet of alluvial soil, until the rock was 
reached. Below this they em the usual strata, 
netrated by all wells bored im this vicinity. 
ater was reached at various marr but not in 
the quantity desired. At the depth of over 1,200 
feet quite a flow was struck, but the boring was 
continued until the depth of 1,600 feet was ob- 
tained. The diameter of the bore is 54 inches, 
and the flow 500 gallons per minute, or 720,000 
gallons per day. 
WATER-BALANCE ELEVATOR. 

The elevator run by the water is the largest 
and handsomest in the city, and as regards speed, 
safety, and freedom from noise and friction, 
superior to one elevator with which we are 
acquainted. The car or platform is similar to 
the ordinary steam elevator, but is connected by 
wire ropes passing over large sheaves or grooved 
wheels at the top of a counter-balancing bucket, 
instead of a steam engine. This bucket balances 
the car or platform, and the load is raised by 
filling the bucket with an amount of water 
sufficient to overbaiance and thus raise the load. 
The bucket fits closely into an upright, water- 
tight, tube or standpipe, about two feet in diam- 
eter, standing injor near the hoistway,and extend- 
ihg to the upper part of the building, the bucket 
itself being from ten to sixteen feet long, ac- 
cording to the maximum load to be rai ~ A 
tank in the upper story of the building supplies 
water to the bucket through a large pipe, the 
valve therein being worked by means of wire 
rope running through the car or platform. 
When the load is raised the water is discharged 
into another tank in the basement by means of a 
valve in the bottom of the bucket, and pumped 
up by a steam pump of 
necessary capacity, and so the same water is 
used over and over again. The car being at the 
bottom, and the bucket of course at the top, the 
operator pulls the vaive rope, the bucket is 
instantly filled, and consequently becomes so 
much the car rises a rate 
of speed depending entirely on the will of the 
operator. The car being at the top and the 
bucket at the bottom, a valve at the lower end 
of the bucket is opened by means of a cord from 
the car, the bucket is emptied and the car de- 
scends. The upper tank may also be used to 
supply water for use in closets and elsewhere on 
any floor in the building. The expense of rais- 
ing water by means of a pump is found to be 
only about one-quarter or less of the expense of 
raising merchandise or passengers by means of a 
steam engine. When the water is once at 
the top of the building there is no other expense 
for power in running the elevator, as by its 
weight, descending in the bucket, it raises any 
] it will overbalance. No water is used in 
lowering any required weight. The car or plat- 
form is held in position by means of two power- 
ful clamps, 80 arran in connection with a 
strong spring that they always firmly clasp 
heavy wrought iron slides or guides secured to 
the upright timbers on both sides of the hatch- 
way, act as a break to govern the motion 
both up and down. The operator only has to 
press a leverin the car or platform to control 
the motion at will. The instant he raises his 
hand from the lever the clamps come into oper- 
ation = oo ba car stops, however 
great the © ropes should break, 
these clamps would hold the car in its place. 
The machinery is almost as simple as an 
old-fashioned well-sweep with a bucket at one 
end and a large weight attached to the other. 
The expense, as compared with steam, is trifling. 
When the machinery is once in place, no further 
expenditure is required than that of a boy to 
manage the car, and the daily wear, which is 
almost inappreciable. It has the great advan- 

6 over steam elevators that it can be used at 

hours of the dey and night, if the tankis kept 
full. The inconvenience and expense of steam 
elevators in this respect is notorious. We are 
surprised that this peculiar use of artesian wells 
has not beeu more generally adopted. 

SUBTERRANEAN CURRENTS AND RESERVOIRS. 

It is stated in the earlier portions of this arti- 
cle that the water which supplies artesian wells 
percolates through the soil over a large extent of 
country continues to infiltrate until it comes in 
contact with some impermeable stratum of rock, 
when it takes the direction of the geologic in- 
cline, gatbering strength and volume as it pro- 
ceeds, until it finds some aperture extending to 
the surface, through which it endeavors to reach 


the level of its source. Although this is the 


rule, there are presumed to be exceptions. Sub- 
terranean streams may be fed in volume from 
some reservoir on the surface of the earth, as a 
lake or river. Rivers sometimes lose them- 
selves suddenly in a chasm, a valley, or in the 
edge of a desert, and do not appear 
again in davlight, so far as any human knowledge 
extends. Rivers of considerable size flow along 
under ground, as through the deep recesses of 
the mammoth cave, or pour out of a hillside,

WILL THE SUPPLY CONTINUE ? | 
This is the most important question of all, 
and ita solution hinges entirely on the points 
already discussed. If our supply is only from 
our own ci:cumscribed basin, our aqueous re- 
sources are limited ; if from the remote regions 
of British America and Minnesota, we can go 
on boring wells until the end of time without 
danger of exhausting the supply. The head of 
the wells in the vicinity of London bas dimin- 
ished as the number has increased. The alarm 
in Chicago has been caused by a failure of the 
water to rise to the same height above the level 
of the ground as at first, and a diminution of the 
discharge in special cases. The larger Stock 
Yards well has been about three years in opera- 
tion, and has fallen off in quantity from 600,000 
gallons daily to perhaps 400,000, no recent accus 
rate test having been applied. The Shufeldt wells 
are not flowlng more half the original vols 
ume. J. V. Farwell & Co.'s well is said to have 
lost considerable head, although this is 
by no means certain. the test having 
been applied at one of the hydrants, and not 
the mouth of the bore.

THE TABLES TURNED. 

Albert C. Odell, a few days ago, filed a start- 
ling bill against C. C. ‘Thayer, otherwise C. C. 
Thayer & Co., in the Circuit Court, charging all 
sorts of almost incredible frauds on the part of 
a really respectable firm ; ard now C. C. Thayer 
responds in the Superior Court with a bill in 
chancery, praying for an injunction restraining 
eaid Odell making any further sales of the sub- 
division in question, for a lien on the subdivis- 
ion for moneys advanced and not repaid, and so 
forth, as given below. C. C. ‘‘hayer states the 
facts to be that he negotiated the sale of the 
Jand to Odell, on terms which Odell was pecu- 
wiarily unable to fill; that he platied, advertised, 
and sold the land at his own expense, laying out 
for Odell not less than $265 to commence with, 
in purely preliminary expenses; that when 
the thing was fairly started by Thayer 
the lots went off rapidly, over $10,000 worth 
being sold at the earliest sales held by him; 
that previously to the then owner of the prop- 
erty giving his consent to the first public sale, 
he required payment of the overdue installment, 
which Odeli was unable to make, and Thayer 
himself advanced, it being agreed that for se- 
curity he was to retain the deeds, and to collect 
the payment om the purchases until he had re- 
ceivea back the full amount advanced on ac- 
count of these transactions. Soon afterwards

IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


Sach is Found to Have Leen the 
of Patrick McVeigh, 


Result of the Coroner’s Inquest--- 
Officer Koch Recovering. — 


Additional Testimony as to the Character of the 


RicVeigh Brothors. 


The Coroner held an inquest, yesterday after- 
noon, at Union Hall, South Halsted street, on 
the body of Patrick McVeigh, one of the men 
who attacked Policemen Koch and Reinert, on 
Thurday morning last, and nearly killed the 
former. The affray occurred so recently that 
even an outline of it would be superfluous. 
Patrick McVeigh was shot by one of the officers, 
and died early yesterday morning. Koch is stil] 
alive, and will probably recover. The Coroner 
read to the jury the evidence adduced at the in- 
quest on James McVeigh, another dead partici- 
pant, and Dr. Emmons testified to finding two 


gunshot wounds in the body of Patrick—one in 
the chest causing death. Subjoined isthe ver- 
dict of the jury : 

That the said Patrick McVeigh came to his death, 
March 12, 1873, from a gunshot wound in the right 
breast, penetrating the right lung; and we the jury 
find that said shot was fired from a pistol in the hands 
of Charles Koch or Nicholas Reinert, in self-defense, 
while in the discharge of their duties as police officers. 

Bridgeport has been exceedingly quiet since 
the shooting of the McVeighs, and no more 
disturbances are auticipated until the brickyard 
employes commence operations, which will be in 
a week or two. It has been asserted that the 
McVeighs were good and peaceable citizens, but 
Sergeaut Hood proves the contrary in the fol- 
lowing report, which needs no explanation :

1m: On Saturday night, Feb. 8, between 10 and 11 
o’clock, Ofticer hog of this precinct, arrested two men 
on charge of being drunk and disorderly, on Halsted 
street, just south of Douglas place, One of them gave 
the name of Edward O’Hare.

Let them be 


Account of the Propeller’s Six Weeks? 
Cruise in the ice-Lecked Waters of 
Lake Michigan. 

We are indebted to Mr. Griffin, First Mate of 
the propeller Manistee, for the following account 
of her six weeks’ cruise in the icc-locked waters 
of Lake Michigan. Mr. Griftin left the Manistee 
and arrived at Ludington on Monday morning 
last, stopping at Pentwater on his way to his 
home in Milwaukee: 


The Manistee left Milwaukee for Grand Haven, on 
Jan, 25, 1873, at 5 p. m., and arrived safely et her des- 
tination on the following morning. During the day 
she unloaded her cargo, and at 3¥¢ o’clock in the after- 
noon cleared for her return trip. At 5 o’clock the same 
afternoon she was fast in the ice, just outside the 
Grand Haven Piers, with ice running north at the rate 
of precy miles an hour. 

e 28th she got clear of and again started 

for Milwaukee, steering W. i but in less than 

hours she was fast n in the ice, with the 

wind blowing hard from the northwest. Late in the 

afternoon she again got under way, but only ran about 

& mile before she struck the edge of the ice, and was 
again locked fast. 

Jan, 29. At daylight the propeller was found to be 
lying off Whitehall, having drifted in the ice a dis- 
tance of 25 miles, and the propeller Messenger was 
discovered to be in a similar condition about 8 miles 
S.E, These boats lay in the same relative positions 
for several days. 

Feb. 2, The second-mate and eleven men went to the 
Messenger for provisions, On attempting to 
one of the men broke through, and the party turn 
back and stayed on the Messenger during the night. On 
the following day the men returned with a skiff. 

Feb, 5, The mate and ten men went ashore at Duck 
Lake for provisions, and returned witnout accident. 
At this time the Manistee was lying about ten miles off 
the land, 

Feb, 6. Ail hands were e 
channel, which proved to be a futile endeavor, as the 
Bucc ng day found it firmly closed by theice, At 
this time the clerk, six deck hands, coal-passer, and 


two boys left the boat in order to make the provizions ,, 


hold out as long as possible. 


Feb. 8. Lost sight of the Messenger. The wind 
during all this time had been from the south to north-. 


west, and so continued until the 14th, when it changed 


to the east, and the boat drifted to Little Point Auq 


Sable, 

Feb, 15. The Manistee lay about two miles of Crys- 
tal Lake, but during the night she drifted off shore, 
and the next morning was about ten miles off land. 

Feb. 17, The boat was cut loose, and an attempt 
made to work her out, No use, Toggled line astern 
in the ice,—tried to flood the ice,—but it was found to 
be ten feet thick in some places, and all efforts had to 
be given up on a= ag the scarcity of coal, only 
eight tons being left. The boilers were then blown 
and cleaned out, 

leb. 18. The wind having blown from southeast, 
duripg the night, at noon, no land was in sight from 
the masthead ; but apout 2 p, m, the wind changed to 
the west, and at5 p. m, land wasagain in sight. 

Feb. 20. Capt. Morgan and Mates Griffin and Rus- 
sell, accompanied by the engineers, firemen, and 
watchman, left the steamer in a yaw! to get provisions, 
The Captain and one of the Mremen broke through 
the ice in their attempts to gain the land, and were 
nearly drowned, The party was met on the beach by 
Dr. Melendy, with a team, who drove them to Farrell's 
Hotel, where dinner was at once prepared. They re- 
mained on shore until the 23d, when the mate and 
eight men returned to the boat with provisions, 

Feb, 24. The second mate and seven men went with 
a sleigh after provisions, and at 11 o’clock some gen- 
tlemen from Ludington arrived with apparatus to take 
views of the boat and its surroundings. 

Feb, 26. At4a.m,the wind blew light from the 
scutheast, and, for the first time in) four weeks, plenty 
of clear water was in sight. All hands were engaged 
in cutting ice all around the boat. At 6 a, m, the 
wind was increasing, and backing around to the east- 
ward, At noon it was blowing a gale, and snow- 
“~~ very hard, and this continued until midnight, 

eb. 27. Nowind,. Had livedin hope that the east 
wind would break up the ice, but our hope has all van- 
ished, Our chances for getting out of the ice are no 
better now than they were three weeks ago. 

Feb, 28. ‘Wind north, clear and cold, Off Big Point 
Sauble, bearing east, Have drifted from Ludington 
since Tuesday. Have pumped ship, and are 
in cutting ice around the boat. 

March 1. Wind south, with appearance of snow, 
Were forced to begin cutting the boat fenders for fuel 
for our cook stove, 

March 2, "Wind blew hard from WN, N. W., with 
some snow. At 8 p, m, it blew from the YN. E., 
and was very cold, Drifted from Big Point Sauble to 
Little Point Sauble in the last twelye hours. 

March 4, Cannot see land frdm masthead. The 
deck pump has frozen up. Engaged in cutting ice all 
around the boat, At4 p.m. the weather cleared up, 
_ we made land, uskegon Bluffs about 20 miles 
off. 
March 6, Wind south southwest, Drifted a little 
south of Little Point Sauble. At noon it was thawing 
fast. 

March 7. Wind south. Ice ro ag eo drifting 
north, We are five miles north of Little Point Saub 
and two miles off shore. Raining. At 8 p. m. arriv 
off Ludington, At midnight were off Lincoln, about a 
half mile from shore, 

March 8 The wind shifted to the west, and the ice 
began to shove past us, and rolled us over to port, We 


finally brought up one mile of the beach near Lin- . 


coln, The wind blew a gaie from the northwest, 
end it snowed hard. At 10 a. m. the Captain, 
second mate, and second engineer went ashore, At 3 
p. m, the moving ice cut awuy the ice around the rud- 
der, and we began to pump up the boilers. The Cap- 
tain and men returned ati p.m, About midnight the 
ice began to move off shore, 

March 9, At5a.m. began to cut the ice ahead of 
boat, and got up steam in the boilers, but could not 
work the engine until 2p. m., and then, with a large 
head of steam, we could only move about ten feet each 


way. 
March 10, Ice began moving at 4a. m., and drove 

under the boat’s bottom. I at 8a. m., and came 

ashore at Ludington, and so ends this business,

ALMOST A HORROR. 


A Circus-Tent with 7,000 People Be- 
neath It Overturned by a Tornado-- 
One Boy Killed and Another Fatal- 
ly injured. 

From the Louisville Courier-Journal, March 11, 
The exhibition of the Great Eastern circus, 
which was given last night, was attended with a 
dreadful manifestation, which will for years 
harrow the memories of those who were present 
on the occasion. When the performance com- 
menced the sky was clear, and the weather 
seemed in every tious; but as the 
entertainment main tent, which 
was filled to its utmost capacity, was agitated 
from time to time by fitful gusts of wind, that 
were of increasing violence. No fear, however, 
was entertained of serious damage to the mar- 

quee until about a quarter to 10 o'clock, when a 

blast of greater fury than any that had preceded 

it ca the main pole supporting the tent to 
snap in twain at about one-third of the 
distance from the _ top. The lower 


, part of the pole for a time retained ite upright 


position, while the upper part, which was 
secured by its fastenings to the canvas, swung 
backwards and forwards along the front row of 
seats in the western part of the space devoted 
to spectators, where it was observed to lay pros- 
trate several lads who occupied the bench near- 


est to the ring. 


The employes of the circus, as soon as the 


‘tent-pole broke, called loudly to the assembled 


multitude to consult the general — 


by 
retaining their places, so that a gradual and 


rsystematic order of egress might be arranged; 


but, regardless of the exhortations addressed to 
them, the congregated mass immediately 
broke into a general stam and the 
action of all was from time gov- 
erned by the princeple of sauve qui peut. 
An indiscriminate rusn over benches and pros- 
trate men and women was made by the more 
powerful of those present, and the canvas was 
slashed with knives in every part of the tent. 
The battle for fife had not continued long 
when the of the pole which had hither- 
to remained upright came to the ground, and 
the whole structure fell prostrate. Up to this 
time the uproar of the men and the screams of 
the women and children had been most harrow- 
ing, but their effect was as nothing compared 
with the shriek of despair which pierced the 
heavens when the mass of beings experienced 
the undefinable terror which seized them when 
burried iu the heavy folds of the saturated can- 
vas, and not a ray of light was left whereby they 
might gain a knowledge of the nature or extent 
of the catastrophe ; for, most fortunately, every 
one of the lamps was extinquished in the fall. 
The police, as well as the men belonging to 
the circus, were indefatigable in rescuing with 
every possible haste those who were unable to 
extricate themselves from the fallen tent. Ow- 
ing to the confusion and terror which prevailed,

The Massachusetts Railroad Commissioners 
in their report stated, as a fact, that arrange- 
ments had been made for a supply of coal to all 
New England, direct from the Pennsylvania 
mines; that this coal was to be taken to various 
points in New England and there stored, and 
furnished thence to the factories in convenient 
quantities. It was expected that this would 
have the effect of greatly reducing prices, as the 
coal in every case would be furnished to the 
mining company. This supply of coal is, of 
course, to depend on water navigation; that is, 
to be conveyed from the mines to tidewater, and 
thence by vessel to all the ports of 
New England. It is now further proposed 
to revive the scheme for a railroad 
from the mining regions of Pennsylvania 
to Port Jervis on the Erie Road, and thence to 
Newburg on the Hudson, and thence by the Bos- 
ton, Hartford & Erie Railway.

It would 
be unfair to Chicago, however, to confuse either 
project with a World’s Fair, which Chicago may 
organize some day, but on a scale commensurate 
with its reputation for great enterprise and mag- 
nificent successes. 

The Mint and Coinage bill which passed both 
Houses at the recent session of Congress 
is one of more than usual importance, as it com- 
pletely changes the silver coinage of the country 
from and after the ist of April next. The new 
dollar, or trade dollar, as it is called, has no con- 
nection with the rest of the United States coin- 
age, but is only to beissued to depositors of bull- 
ion on their order. It is to be 900 points fine, 
to weigh 420 grains, and will be worth five cents 
more than the goid dollar, two cents-‘more than 
the silver dollar, and one cent more than the 
Mexican dollar. It will have its weight and fine- 
ness stamped upon it, and will be much supe- 
rlor in workmanship to the Mexican dollar. 
Should it take the fancy of the Chinese, our 
miners will make an advance of at 
least 4 per cent in their silver in 
supplying them with the trade dollars. The 
new law also adopts the French standard of 
weight for al! silver coins less than one dollar. 
The weight of two half-dollars is fixed at twen- 
ty-five grammes,—equal to the five-franc piece, — 
an increase of about half per cent, which places 
our silver coinage on a par with that of the cur- 
rent silver-coinage of France, Spain, Italy, 
Switzerland, and most of the South American 
States. The establishment of the trade dollar 
has grown out of the fact that the silver dollar 
hitherto has failed to replace the Mexican dollar, 
which is worth two cents more, with the Chinese. 
A recent alteration of the stamp on the Mexican 
dollar has disgusted the Chinese with it, and 
Congress has seized the opportunity to make a 

‘dollar for them which is worth one cent more 
than the Mexican dollar. 


THE MONEY MARKET. 
The condition of the local money market is 
shown, by the bank reports published yesterday, 
to be materially improved. The deposits of the 


principally depends, have increased #3,081,843 
since the 27th of December; and, accord- 
ingly, we find that their loans have increased 
$1,360,000. All this has been brought about 
without the addition of a dollar to the volume of 
the currency, and this fact itself shows how utter- 
ly idle it is to clamor for more greenbacks to ease 
the money market. The late financial stringency, 
which was perhaps the severest known since 
the crash of 1857, commenced about the middle 
of October last. The bank deposits, which are 
an infallible index of the condition of the money 
market, representing, as they do, circulating 
property, or, in other words, the state of trade, 
amounted, on the 3d of October, to $27,838,065. 
On the 27th of December they had fallen to 
$23,039,932. They have now risen again to 


: $26,121,775, having reached very nearly the nor- 


mal condition. There is every reason to believe 
‘that the improvement will continue after the 
opening of lake navigation, and that the finan- 
cial nightmare of the past five months will 
wholly disappear, unless the Treasury Depart- 
ment should put its oar in, by issuinga new 
_lotof greenbacks. . 

Last fall, the Secretary of the Treasury issued 
about five millions of dollars of greenbacks in

The Finance Committee of the Senate investi- 
‘ gated this matter, and reported that the October 
‘issue of a portion of this once retired 
‘currency was not authorized bylaw. While they 
‘acquitted the Secretary of any improper motive 
in his action, they held that the exercise of a 
doubtful authority by an executive officer, 
even for acreditable purpose, was improper in 
itself, and should not be repeated. The Com- 
mittee was strong in its judgment that there 
was no law authorizing the Secretary under 
any circumstances to issue any part of that $44,- 
000,000. We have now the announcement that 
the Secretary intends to issue $3,000,000 of these 
greenbacks, The assurance which is given that 
, this is done solely for the convenience of the 
, Treasury, with no designs upon the money- 
' market, and no intention of making any perma- 
nent inflation, will not satisfy those who remem- 
: ber that Secretary Boutwell has never renounced 
bis assumed right to issue the whole reserve at 
will. If he can issue a part of the legal-tender 
reserve now, he can issue the whole whenever he 
may think it advisable. That is to say, whenever 
he thinks it advisable to disturb the business of 
the country, to alter the prices of commodities, 
to make Mr. A rich and Mr. B poor, and to pinch 
those who work for wages, he willdoso! In 
this view of the case, if in no other, Mr. Bout- 
well’s election to the Senate from Massachusetts 
will be viewed with satisfaction. Anything 
which shall take from his hands the ponderous 
battering-ram with which he claims the right to 
beat down the commerce of the country must be 


- looked upon as a public blessing. 


THE RAILROAD INVESTIGATION. 

Some progress has been mace at last in tho 
railroad controversy in the appearance, by in- 
vitation, of Superintendent Harris, of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, and Presi- 
dent Newell, of the Illinois Central Railroad, be- 
fore a joint session of the two Railroad Com- 
mittees of the Illinois Legislature. This is pre- 
cisely the way the Legislature should have com- 
menced—that is, by hearing both sides. That 
this determination has been reached at last 
promises a speedier and more intelligent solu- 
‘ion of the railroad problem than could have 
been hoped for by hearing only one side. It has 
certainly been to the detriment of the farmers 
that hasty, inconsiderate, and bungling legisla- 
tion has been adopted, for time has been lost 
by it and no practical result attained. It would 
be equally disastrous to them to have the capital 
invested in railroads destroyed, and fur- 
ther capital deterred from coming into 
the State by unjust and sweeping measures. 
We assume that nobody desires to bring about 
any such result as that. The resolutions adopt-

They show that there is a sense of justice per- 
vading the agricnitural community, and that this | 
sense will be best answered by investigating be- 
fore legislating. 

Mr. Harris represents a railroad whose man- 
agement has been generally in high repute. The 
condition of the road, the steady value of the 
stock, and the absence of any Wall street com- 
plications in its affairs attest this. Hence Mr. 
Harris’ evidence is worthy of impartial consid- 
eration. He affirms that his road, and probably 
the railroads generally, have no disposition to 
treat the public unfairly. He states plainly that 
the Burlington & Quincy Road has never 
undertaken to do busimess at a loss, 
but he claims that an absolute re- 
duction of one-sixth on its present charges 
‘would destroy its capital. The expenses of run- 
ning a railroad, both Mr. Harris and Mr, Newell 
affirm, absorbs 65 per cent, or two-thirds of the 
gross receipts, leaving one-third to pay the in- 
terest on the bonds and to apply to dividends. 
To take away one-sixth would therefore be to re- 
duce this margin one-half, or to leave barely 
enough to pay the interest on the bonds and 
nothing for profits. He also contends that the 
State Railroad Commissioners erred in fixing 
$25,000 a mile as the average sum which rail- 
roads should cost. It is not improbable that 
they underestimated the “ shave,” which Mr. 
Harris claims is necessary in the negotiation of 
bonds, the year’s extra interest paid to complete 
the roads quickly, and the large expenditures 
for car-works, depots, and rolling stock which 
must be included in the cost of a 
railroad. Including these, Mr. Harris be- 
lieves that $45,000 a mile more nearly 
represents the average cost of first-class rail- 
roacs. Mr. Harris did not state what was the 
‘actual cost of the railway which he manages, 
and what the profit earned on actual cost. Mr- 
Newell stated that the earnings of the Illinois 
Central were 8 per cent on ‘the cash investment. 
Mr. Carter, an ex-railroad President, stated that 
there were only four railroads in the State that 
are paying any dividends. These roads, we sup- 
pose, are the Chicago & Rock Island; Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy; the Chicago & Alton, 
and the Illinois Central. | 

The question of discrimination in rates was 
the most interesting topic approached in Mr. 
Harris’ statement. He began by declaring his 
willingness to operate his road on a tariff pre- 
pared by any man, or any committee of men, 
which would enable the road to make & reasona- 
ble profit. He testifies that he has sought aid 
from various sources to frame such a tariff, but 
obtained only confusion worse confound- 
ed. This is precisely what the Legislature has . 
proposed to do hitherto, without any experience 
or any trustworthy information about the mat- 
ter. The principal point to which Mr. Harris 
objects is that clause of the law which 
would compel the road to adopt for every 
current year the lowest rate which had 
ruled at any time for any place during the 
previous year, entirely regardless of circum- 
stances which might affect the expenses. He 
confines himself, however, tothe fact of competi- 
tion to justify discriminations. To take the 
familiar case of Lexington and Bloomington as 
an illustration : The Chicago, Alton & St. Louis 
Road has competition at Bloomington in 
a road running direct to Toledo. In 
order to take away business from Chi- 
cago to Toledo, this road reduces rates 
below a living figure; im order to save its share 
of the business, the Chicago & Alton Road does 
the same. Mr. Harris holds that the Chicago & 
Alton Road, in charging a higher rate to Lexing- 
ton, a shorter distance, is not unjustly discrimi- 
nating against the latter town, but contends 
that it can afford to make better rates to Lexington 
by this means than it could by proportionately 
increasing the rates uniformly to Bloomington, 
whereby it would lose all of the Bloomington 
business. In other words, the loss of a large 
business from junction points would force all 
railroads to increase their rates to other points 
to make up the deficit. If, on the other hand, 
the roads were forced to lower their rates pro- 
portionately to intermediate or non-competing 
points, it would be better for them to sacrifice 
the business at junction points altogether, which 
would lead eventually to an increase of the rates 
to the remaining stations. 

That unjust discriminations must be stopped 
within the limits of this State is, we take it, an un- 
deniable proposition. It is of course impossible 
for the Illinois Legislature to prescribe what 
may be done by the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad in Iowa or Wisconsin, or by the 
Illinois Central at New Orleans. But as to 
localities in Illinois, it has been decided by the 
Supreme Court that common carriers cannot dis- 
criminate between localities upon the mere 
ground of competition. It has been decided that 
that was the law before the Legislature tried its 
hand on it at all. Now the question for the rail- 
roads to determine is whether they will unitedly 
conform their business to this principle, or have 
the Legislature and the courts do i# for th 
They must do one or the other. : 


OUR OCEAN TRANSPORTATION. 

During the last Congress there were some 
thirty bills proposed having for their object the 
restoration of American ship-building, but all of 
them, with a single exception, carefully avoided 
the only practicable mode of obtaining the 
desired result. It was conceded on all hands 
that the only reason for the decline in American 
ship-building was (he fact that the cost of the 
materials in this country prevented their use ; 
no ship or steamer built at such a cost could en- 
gage in profitable business in competition with 
cheaper built vessels. It was proposed, there- 
fore, that the United States should lend the 
national credit to various private corporations 
and individuals in sums ranging from $10,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000 to enable such corporations 
to build steamships to engage in foreign com- 
merce; and further, that the United States 
should pay such steamers annually several mill- 
ions of dollars for carrying the mails, which are |. 
now carried without cost to the Government. 
There were bills to establish steamship lines, 
built at the national expense, to run to all parts 
of the habitable globe; from California to all 
ports in China, Japan, Australia, ana New Zea- 
land; from Portland, Boston, New York, Nor- 
folk, Philadelphia, Savannah, Mobile, and New 
‘Orleans to all pagts of Europe, and through the 
Suez Canal to India. There were other 
bills proposing that the Government should 
its bonds to private companies 
ho shonld at the public expense buy coal and 


on mines, build navy-yards, manufacture iron, 
puild steamers and machinery, and generally do 
the whole ship-building business of the country. 
here were other bills containing substantially 
‘he same proposition, but in varied forms. The 

feature of each was that the Govern- 
vent should advance the money to private in- 
viduals. There were memorials of steamship- 


builders, who stated that if the tax on iron and 
steel and other material were removed, or re- 
duced one-half, they could build iron vessels for 
ocean commerce; and memorials from mer- 
chants asking that they be allowed to purchase 
foreign-built vessels, or that foreign-built vessels 
owned by them be allowed to carry the American 
flag. These applications, addressed to the pre- 
cise cause of the decline of American ship- 
ping, did not receive a hearing. Of the 
scores of proposed to recover our lost 
commerce there was but one that had no subsidy 
in it, and that one, if passed, would have had 
the effect not only of gradually restoring our 
steamship-building, but of placing the American 
‘flag on a large number of steamers owned by 
Americans that are now compelled to sail under 
foreign flags. That bill was as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States af America in Congress aa- 
sembled, That all laws of Congress forbidding the pur- 
chase and enrollment umder the American flag of for- 
eign-built ships, in so far ae relates to vessels employed 
solely in foreign trade, be hereby repealed, 

Sec, 2. That all stores be allowed to be taken out of 
bond duty free when suth stores are to be used on 
foreign voyages, 

3, That all materials to be used in the con- 
struction or repairs of vessels employed in foreign 
trade be admitted duty free. 


This pill, proposed by Mr. Cox, of New York, 
did not receive the least consideration. The 


' fact is, there was no money in it. Under it, all the 


now closed ship-yards might be opened. The 
once celebrated works of New York for the man- 
ufacture of marine engines and machinery would 
again be put in operation. The forges would be 
relighted and the hammers put in motion. 
American steamers would be launched, and our 
flag made again familiar in foreign ports. But 
this bill proposed nothing to divide; it granted 
no monopoly, created no corporation, loaned no 
bonds, and gave license to norobbery. It merely 
took the shackles off the American ship- 
builders, and authorized them to resume their 
industry. It allowed them to purchase iron at 
home or abroad wherever they could get it 
cheapest. It released them from paying a 
bounty of from $30 to $60 per ton for iron and 
steel, even upon their own tools and machinery ; 
it recognized ship-building as a lawful industry 
in which American citizens might engage with- 
out being subjected to a fine of an average of 
$75 per ton for every steamship they produced. 
It went evenfurther : It allowed those American 

citizens owning lines of steamships doing busi- 
ness between our ports and those of foreign 
countries to place at their mast-head the Amer- 
ican flag, instead of that of Brazil, or San Do- 
mingo, or Great Britain. But it was all in vain. 

No such bill could be allowed to pass. 

The present condition and progress of our 
foreign commerce is thus stated: From 1851 to 
1861, the average annual tonnage employed in 
the carrying trade between the United States 
and foreign countries was 13,139,485 tons. In 
1872, it was 21,540,137 tons. This is what is 
now employed, and it is far below the actual 
needs. In 1860, this carrying trade was done: 
65.33 per cent in American vessels, and 34.67 in 
foreign vessels. In 1872, 65.67 per cent of it is 
done in foreign vessels, and 34.33 in American 
vessels. The earnings of this trade, in 1872, 
were $116,453,000, of which 239,978,420 went to 
Americans, and the rest to foreigners. Had we 
the same proportion of vessels as we had before 
we taxed ship-building out of existence, our 
share would have been nearly #75,000,000. While 
the foreign commerce is increasing annuallr, 
our share of itis becoming as rapidly less. We 
present to the world the astonishing spectacle of 
a nation having the most inexhaustible supply 
of iron especially adapted to ship-building ; of 
a foreign commerce annually extending ; of an 
abundance of coal, capital, and skilled labor, end” 
yet a legal prohibition upon ship-building, and 
another prohibition upon importation of ships. 
Whilo we might now compete with the world in 
iron ship-building as we formerly did in wooden 
ship-building, the law virtually prohibits us 
from doing so. 


, RAILWAYS IN ENGLAND. 

Mr. Chithester Fortescue, the President of 
the London Board of Trade, and the Chairman 
of the Joint Committeo of Parliament on Rail- 
way Amalgamation, recently reported a bill cre- 
ating a Board of Railway Commissioners, to 
consist of three persons. The purpose was the 
enforcement of the general law already in exist- 
ence in Great Britain which prohibits the vari- 
ous railroad corporations from throwing obsta- 
cles in each other’s way, or in any manner 
clogging the even course of commerce. The 
discussion of this bill before the Committee 
took a wide range. There seems to be some of 
the same popular hostility to railroad cor- 
porations in England that exists in 
the United States at this time, but 
the Committee of Parliament viewed the 
matter from all points, and was careful to take 
the wild statements for what they were worth. 

as decided at once to refuse the demand for 
eq mileage rates that endeavored to find 
a place in the bill. It was discovered that such 
an arrangement would not only be unjust in 
principle, but also impracticable. It was de- 
cided that the Board should have the power of 
compelling the establishment of through rates 
between contiguous railroads, the partition to 
depend generally upon the relative mileage, but 
to be modified under special circumstances that 
should be determined by evidence. But the idea 
was rejected that every railroad should be required 
to make a uniform charge per rile, regardless of 
the character of the country through which i 
runs, the kind of traffic it has, and @he smount 
of business it does. The Committee of Parlia- 
ment did not regard with any greater favor the 
proposition, coming from many quarters, that 
the State should purchase the entire railway sys- 
tem of the country. One Capt. Tyler made the 
reckless assertion that the profit from the an- 
nexation of the railways would pay the interest 
on the national debt,—an assertion that was as 
recklessly repeated by several of the newspapers. 
It was found, upon investigation, that the entire 
goods traffic of the country was but little 
more than the debt interest, so that 
Capt. Tyler would have to devote all the 
receipts to the latter and run the railroads on 
nothing. The Board of Railway Commissioners, 
therefore, in Great Britain will be a tribunal of 
reference and arbitration, with power to take 
cognizance of unjust discrimination, and to 
compel the railways and canals to make no com- 
binations and provide no hindrances that are in 
conflict with the interests of general commerce. 
It is reported that the Joint Committee of 
Parliament came to the general conclusion that 
attempts at railway legislation have generally 
been abortive. There is an intelligent opposi- 
tion to railway monopoly in England which does 
not refuse to admit that the railways of the coun- 
try rarely make any profit after paying 
the interest on the capital invested.

declare dividends instead of really paying an in- 
terest on invested capital. As the railroads of 
Great Britain are said not to declare dividends 
of more than 4 or 5 per cent, they no more than 
provide the usual interest without allowing any 
compensation for labor or risk. Injudicious in- 
terference with the English railways is especial- 
ly deprecated at this time, as the recent increase 
in the cost of labor, fuel, and other items of ex- 
pense will probably stop even the usual divi- 
dends that have been declared. Great Britain

with its railways which the United States are ex- 
periencing just now.

The New York Times refers with particular 
delicacy of feeling to President Grant‘s justifi- 
cetion of himself in his inaugural address.

Some years ago several blocks in New York 
City were laid with what was called ‘‘ Asphalt 
Pavement,” which, though compact and smooth 
at first, was soon found to crumble into powder 
and blow away in dry weather, and turn into a 
black mud under the action of arain, This ex- 
periment was sufficient to bring the asphait pave- 
ment into disrepute in spite ofethe encomiums 
that were passed upon the softness, beauty, and 
durability of the asphalted roadways of Paris. 
An article in the last number of Popular Science 
Monthly now explains thatthe New York pave- 
ment was not of asphalt at all. It was simply a 
mixture of sand and gas-house refuse, which, 
under the name of asphalt, served to 
condemn @ pavement that, in Paris, has 
been found the most desirable of all roadways 
that have been tried. The article in the Monthly 
proceeds to give a history of the asphalt deposits 
and their adaptation to roads. The only impor- 
tant deposits that have yet been discovered are 
at two places in Switzerland, one in the Tyrol, 
one in Alsace, one in Holstein, and one in Han- 
over. It is altogether probable, however, that 
there are deposits on the American continen t, 
which, once discovered, will provide a material 
for paving streets which is sadly needed in all 
the large cities of this country. After many ex- 
periments in the laying of asphalt, a Swiss engi- 


neer tried laying-of a powdered asphalt 
in warm staté; then the applica- 
tion of a ps pressure gives it an 


immediate and permanent smoothness. This is 
the process now followed in laying the asphalt 
pavements of Paris, which are at once smooth, 
clean, nofkeleas, and lasting. The experience of 
the French engineers has shown that aephalt 

about a third less than the stone pave 
ment, and that the annual cost of keeping it in
